The killing of C'avatrrra occurred 


near the hoarding, house of Angelo 
Tucci at Cuiwensville on (he night of 
December 5th, 1919. It appears that 
there had been bail blood between Pis- 
tilla and Cavaterra for some time and 
when the latter came into the Tucci 
boarding house where Pistilli was, 
the men enaaurd in a wordy alterca- 
tion and Tucci asked Cavaterra to 
leavp the house.

MEXICO CITY, May 24. (Night.)—Surrounded by paupers' 


Ki-;ivi'.s marked only wth a small stone and a wooden cross, tho 
body of Venustiano Carranza, murdered President of Merico, 
was buried today. The mound covering the casket is no differ- 
ent from tho scores of other graves in the Dolores Cemetiery or 
tho Cemetery of Sorrows. Not in years has Mexico City seen 
such crowds as filled the stieets following Carranza's burial. 
Hi'rvicfs were very brief and attended only by the 'intimate 
t'rirmlH of Carranzu's family and officials. There was no hearse. 
Street cms took the casket arid the funeral party to the ceme- 
tary and the foot procession was only six blocks to the street 
cur. 
Motor trucks carried the scores of wreilths. Owing to 


the lack of organization immense crowds surrounded ilrjf grave 
and it was impossible to lower the casket for a time. There 
were no services at the cemetery.

The killing of C'avatrrra occurred 


near the hoarding, house of Angelo 
Tucci at Cuiwensville on (he night of 
December 5th, 1919. It appears that 
there had been bail blood between Pis- 
tilla and Cavaterra for some time and 
when the latter came into the Tucci 
boarding house where Pistilli was, 
the men enaaurd in a wordy alterca- 
tion and Tucci asked Cavaterra to 
leavp the house. He did so, and, ac- 
cording to the testimony at the coro- 
ner'.s inquest Pistilli followed some 
ten minutes later. 


On Sunday morning the dead body 


of Cavaterra was found lying in the 
street 
a few rods from the 
Tucci 


home. Investigation resulted in the 
arrest of Pistilli who confessed the 
killing, alleging he shot in self de- 
fense. (His story was to the effect 
that after leaving the Tucci home to 
go to the house of his brother-in-law 
Paul 
Meloni, \\hero he resided, he 


found Cavaterra lying in wait, fori 
him.
